Are you getting the newcom- 
ers aS subscribers to The Up- 
land News? 

That question has been asked 
us recently. The answer is — 
Yes — at least 95 out of 100 
hew families moving into the 
area north of the San Bernar- 
dino freeway become subscrib- 
ers to The News within a short 
time after their arrival. 


Most people want to ge their 
community newspaper. As new- 
comers, The News tells them in 
every issue much about their 
new home town, the organiza- 
tions, the food stores and all 
other retail outlets. Soon these 
newcomers become associated 
with the community and its 
many organizations — thus they 
become active citizens — and 
loyal subscribers to The News. 

An aggressive news coverage 
policy is maintained. Likewise, 
an aggressive circulation selling 
policy prevails. An increase in 
in the-volume of advertising 
and the number of advertisers 
naturally follows. 


Incidentally, The News’ has 
published 248 pages in the 13 
weeks since Jan. 1 as com- 
pared with only 208 pages for 
the same period of last year.

Upland Does Not Need Ontario 


Upland doesn’t heed Ontario. 


Mike Kelber, an Ontario city councilman, has suggested 
that Upland and Ontario unite and that all of us enjoy the ad- 
vantages of one big happy community. 


What he means is that Uplanders accept the official 
domination of the Ontario city hall and of other Ontario 
interests. 


Ontario wants Upland — just as it has been steadily 
and greedily grasping for adjoining land in the Cucamonga 
township. It was just a year ago Ontario “grabbed” 60 acres 
from Upland to extend its limits up to Eighth St. at Grove Ave. 
— and in doing so spurned the Upland city councilmen. 


What is back of the Kelber movement? Is it to help Up- 
land? We believe ‘not. 


Incidentally, the Mr. Kelber who is suggesting uniting 
of the two communities, is the same Mr. Kelber who is suing 
the city of Upland. 


Upland doesn’t need Ontario. 


Basically, there are many differences between the two 
communities. Zoning is one of them. Minimum size of residen- 
tial lots in Ontario is 6,000 square feet. In Upland, the minimum 
size is 7,500 square feet. 


An easy-to-change zoning policy has prevailed in On- 
tario. Thus, business centers have been placed in many areas 
throughout Ontario. While a master zoning plan should not be 
too rigid, Upland’s policy has been one of firmness and slow- 
ness in making basic changes in a previously established plan. 
In this we have another major difference between the two com- 
munities. 

Many of Ontario’s new residences have cost approxi- 
mately $8,000. And what a great difference there is in this 
respect between Upland and Ontario. Even an Ontario city 
official has publicly observed that if a person wants a good 
home site — Upland is the place to go. 


The Kelber suit is another indication of a basic difference 
between Upland and Ontario. Mr. Kelber questions the validity 
of an Upland zoning ordinance requiring developers of proper- 
ty to pay a small per lot fee into the park and school site fund. 
Ontario does not have such an ordinance. 


In his recent proposal to consolidate, Mr. Kelber suggest- 
ed the combination of the two communities would result in 
economy. Here again, Upland does not need Ontario. 


It so happens, the Ontario tax rate is the HIGHEST of 
any city in the county. Placed in order of descending 1956-57 
tax rates, here is the list of municipalities in the county;

Upland 1.28

With Uplanders having only recently voted an $8,000,000 
sewer bond issue, the present rate may go upward. Never- 
theless, Upland is noted for its efficient government and for 
its favorable tax rate. The municipal services have been out- 
standing. 


Upland doesn’t need Ontario to help out in an economy 
program. 


Many other reasons can be cited against the idea of con- 
solidation but this will suffice for the moment. The best reasons, 
however, are 13,000 Uplanders who individually and collective- 
ly do not need or want any part of the Ontario city government. 


Smoke From the City Dump 


While we are generally proud of our city government, 
there is one municipal problem that MUST be solved — and 
the sooner the better. 


We refer to the city dump at Campus Ave. and 14th St. 
and the daily cloud of odorous smoke that hangs over an in- 
creasing area in the community. A cut-and-fill method of 
covering the daily rubbish instead of buming it is proposed. 


: One current obstacle in adopting the new method is the 
inability at present of the city obtaining ownership of the 
present dump site. The city is in negotiation with the San 
Antonio Water Co. over purchase of the property. 


The fact remains the city must solve the dump burming 
problem.

The trustees accepted the com- 
mittee’s recommendation that 
Chaffey High school district re- 
ceive a base pay raise of $500 
for all certificated teachers. It 
also provided for increases from 
$190 to $210 for increments earn- 
ed by teachers for length of 
teaching experience and advanc- 
ed educational qualifications.

The increases are ne- 
cessary to retain present Chaffey 
system teachers, and _ attract 
other desirable teachers to the
